the great organ man of Cambridge, Mass., has 
offered to construct some very useful acoustic 
apparatus at merely nominal rates.

They were 
without proper methods of treatment, 
particularly in respect to preventing a spread 
of the disease ; well and sick were buddied to- 
gether, and there was no way at the Poor-House, 
in its crowded condition, to keep them separated. 
People coming there from the city were exireme- 
ly liable to bring it to the ey, P 8 filled 
with fright at the appearance of the demon 
might flee from the Poor-Hcuse in A-. and 
the city consequently might become seriously 
mmfected. It was proper to take the most 
thorough precautions.

THE HENNEPIN CANAL BILL. 
ITS PROSPECTS 1N THE HOUSE.

Wasurneror, D. C., Feb. 6.—The Hennepin 
Canal bill was discussed during the entire day, 
and an adjournment was had pending a motion 
to table it. The prospects of its passage are not 
as hopeful as they were a week ago.

The bill has fallen upon peculiarly evil times, 
and its most earnest frieada to-night admit that 
the vote will be very close. 

f mM’CRARY, OF IOWA,

tion of transportation, He showed by statistics 
the advantage of water transportation, and 
claimed thet this mode was not only the cheap- 
est in itself, but by compelling competition with 
railroads, had the effect to reduve rates upon 
parallel roa’s.

To the Editor ef The Chicago T'ribune: 

Cuicaco, Feb. 5.—I saw an estimate not long 
ago of the cost of social entertainteents in Chi- 
cago, putting it quite beyond the reach of mod- 
erate means, or sensible people, to be fashiona- 
ble. Floral deooratious costing from $500 to 
$2,000; cards aud invitatiors from 8100 to 300; 
caterer from $1,000 to $2,500; toilets for differ- 
euPoccasionus ranging iu costliness and elegance 
from perhaps $500 to $5,000,—giving figures aud 
facts somewhat startling to ove of simpler tastes 
aud quieter walks, acd that onght to reform the 
society deywpice. 

The desire to be comme il faut” in man- 
ners, in dress, and in style ef entertainment, is 
the one desire waich makes spendtbrifts, and 
which ends in bankruptey. To keep up appear- 
ances, to outshine ani outdo one’s neighbor mn 
elegance of dress and costliness of entertam- 
meuts, seem-to de the highest ambition of 
many. If Mrs. A appears in velvet, point lace, 
and diamonds, Mrs. I. living oppdsite, must 
equal, if not exgel, ber in tho ele- 
gance of her .ciegs at the ez re- 
ception or ball. Should Mr, 0 expend 
$10,000 in one grand display for thé admiration 
and envy of his hosts of acquaintasees, notify- 
ing all not favored by a card of invitation 
through the daily press of the lacesiand graces 
that adorned his spacious halls, a l@udable am- 
bition is at once awakened in his rival; Mr. D, to 
exceed ali this by a few hundred more guests, 
more lavish appointments, and a more pro- 
pounced description the next morning, all of 
which eases his miud of any doubts as to his po- 
sition being assured. Thus w it by following 
the example of these sham great, rather than 
the truly great, that society largely regulates its 
urages. Instead of making elegance subservient 
to convenience, of copying the ways of the realiy 
dest, or following out our own ideas of pro- 
priety, it is simply life “a la mode,” without fit- 
nees in our times, our means, or our tastes. If

BARTLEY CAMPBELL 
THE IRIFH-AMERICAN PLAY WRIGIT. | 

To the great disgust of the critica, who afone, 
so far a’ one can discover, are hunting labori- 
ously for the article, the American Drama is as 
far off as ever. Mark Twain has done something 
to console them. He wrote The Gilded Age,” 
and introduced into ita striking Américan char- 
neter in Col. Sellers. But beyond that contribu- 
tion to current stage literature nothing has been 
offered toallay their aching foratruly Amer- 
i¢an play. Even the truly American writers seem 
to have given up the pursuit in disgust. Bartley 
Campbell wrote the ‘‘ Virginian” as a truly 
American play, but it was not. It was barely in- 
teresting, because it was not richly endowed 
with ideas, acd the events thereof were mourn- 
fully mesgre, and the arrangement injudioious, 
and the dialogue weak. and the denouement too 
long expected, aud so fortu—faults whieh might. 
have been corrected had the author taken pains 
to correct them: — 4 | 

And now. the last dramatist has sat down in 
disgust, and said he never will again bring al! 
the resources of his powerful miud to bear upon 
the construction of an American drama. It is 
one questionable whether he will ever write an- 
other. 

What then will Mrs. Bowers do? Here is an 
actress of immense tragic possibilities, and « 
long-time favorite upon the stage, one of the 
most finished and popular artists we are in the 
habit of seeing in due season, playing the same 
old pieces, which nobody in particular cares to 
see over again for a longtime. Just as it be- 
comes known that she must have a hew play, the 
great American dramatist throws down his pen- 
cil, and says that is the last of it. This is un- 
kind. because there is plenty of reason why

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 
The introduction in the Legislature of a 
proposed amendment of the Constitution for 
the establishment of sectarian schools in this 
State, to be supported at public expense, is 
indorsed by a far larger proportion of the 
Catholic clergy than of the Catholic laity. 
While the clergy of that denomination seem 
to be nearly unanimous in behalf of breaking 
up our public-school system, we do not be- 
lieve that a majority of the laity can be per- 
suaded or influenced to support the move- 
ment. Were it otherwise, it would be 
dificult to account for the many 
strenuous efforts of the Catholie clergy ev- 
erywhere to dissuade their congregations 
from sending their children to the public 
schools. It is onlyin rare cases that Catholics 
keep their children from the public schools of 
their own motion. A unanimity so remark- 
able, among so large a body as the Roman 
Catholic clergy of this country, is certainly 
worthy of being inquired into. Why do they 
oppose our public-school system? The rea- 
sons may be classed under the following 
heads : 

1. Because it is not, they claim, the prov- 
ince of the State to educate its youth at all. 

2. Because the public schools are “‘ god- 
less schools, and because, therefore, Catho- 
lies cannot conscientiously send their children 
to them. 

3. Because Catholics are taxed for their sup- 
port spite of the fact that they cannot avail 
themselves of the instruction and training 
they afford for their children. 

We shall briefly examine these reasons. 

There are others beside Catholics who hold 
that itis not the sphere or business of the 
State to educate the children of its citizens. 
Herbert Spencer, in England, is of the opin- 
ion. So was the late Gerrit Smith, in this 
country. We agree as little with the two last- 
named gentlemen on this point as we do with 
the Roman Catholic elergy. We insist that it 
is not only the right, but the duty, of the 
State to educate its youth. Especially is it 
the duty of a Republican nation te educate 
them. Republics like our own are fonnded 
on the supposition that man can govern him- 
self. But ignorance and self-government are 
incompatible. Hence, if a Republic is to 
be maintained, those who constitute it must 
be educated. If all parents were in a con- 
dition to educate their own children, and had 
the will to educate them, there would be no 
necessity for the State to interfere to do it in 
their stead. . 

But there are millions of parents who have 
not the means of providing an education for 
their children, and millions who are not alive 
to its importance. Hence the necessity of 
State interference in the matter of education. 
Hence the necessity of public schools in 
which the children of the people may be edu- 
cated gratis. No nation can afford, in these 
modern times, to allow its citizens to grow 
up in ignorance. Self-preservation, if nothing 
else, requires that it should see that they 
are instructed. The educated is superior 
to the uneducated man. A nation of 
educated men is superior to a nation 
of boors. Man is man only through his 
mind. Without education he can scarcely be 
distinguished from the higher animals. In 
the struggle for existence, to which nations 
are as much subjected as individuals, the na- 
tion in which intellect is most highly devel- 
oped will survive. Uncultured nations must 
yield to them. It was the public-school sys- 
tem of Germany more than Von Moltke’s 
army that defeated the French, whose school 
system was ever deficient. 

Lziewitz used to say that, if they would let 
him have charge of public education for a 
century, he wouldchange the world ; and Leib- 
nitz was right to a very great extent. Educa- 
tion has changed the world to a great extent. 
The child has a right to education for the 
same reason that it has a right to be a human 
being. The parent who deprives his offspring 


them. Better ten times over deprive them of 
an arm or limb. But it is all useless to 
say that the State shall not educate 
the children of the citizens. If the State 
does not, and the parent cannot, the street 
will. If the State does not teach him his 
political duties, and afford him the means of 
making himself a more useful member of 
society than he would be without an education, 
by sending him to a public school, the chances 
are that it will have to do it by sending him 
to the House of Correction or the Peniten- 
tiary. Therefore we advocate not only edu- 
cation by the State, but that education 
should be compulsory, not necessarily in a 
public school, but in some school, and in the 
usual branches of a good English education. 
The State is the only body that can look after 
the education of all her children; and it 
is her duty to do it by compulso- 
ty means. Compulsory education may 
seem a hard measure to those who 
do not reflect; but; as there is no alterna- 
tive but compulsory educatich in knowledge, 
or compulsory education in crime, we choose 
the former. Only by advocating the right of 
all men to ignorance is it possible to combat 
the State’s right to enforce education. For all 
these reasons, we claim the State has the 
right, and it is ite duty, to support schools for

State which, under the Constitution, can take 
no step towards the establishment of a creed, 
or of two creeds, or of ten cfeeds, can- 
not have anything to do, officially or 
otherwise, with schools professedly religious. 
It is not true that the public schools are 
„godless. There is no good reason why 
the teacher of the alphabet, or the multipli- 
eation- table, of geography or algebra, should 
be, at the same time, the teacher of religion 
or dogma. There is every reason Why, 
under our form of Government, he 
should nat. If religion were tanght 
in our public schools, the clergy would de- 
mand, of course, a part in their management. 
This would lead toan eternal conflict between 
the clergy and the public authorities, which 
would eventually end in the entire destruc- 
tion of the system. | 

The complaint that Catholics make, that 
they are taxed for the support of schools 
which they cannot patronize, is à plausible 
one, but more plausible than well-grounded. 
It is their misfortune if they cannot avail 
themselves of the advantages of the public 
schools. But it does not follow that, because 
they do not send their children to them, they 
should not be taxed for their support. The 
State is the judge of whom it shall tax, and 
for What. It has the right to tax all its citi- 
zens for any object in which the public gen- 
erally are interested or by which, they 
war. All the practices of war are 
at variance with their conscience, 


ation for war purposes? Unmarried men 
are taxed for the support “of our public 
schools, So are those who never send their 
children to them. The best citizens are taxed 
for the support of criminal courts and peni- 
tentiaries, It is right to tax a citizen for the 
support of any institution by which the pub- 
lic are benefited. If the public are bene- 
fited by the public-school system, that is 
fufficient reason why Catholics and all others 
may be taxed to support it, and that the pub- 
lie is benefited by it no one not a bigot will 
deny. Besides, it is relatively a very small 
amount of the school tax that Catholics con- 
tribute, an amount by no means in proportion 
to the number of their children. 

Catholic clergymen may as well learn now 
as later that their agitation against the pub- 
‘lie-school system will bring them, no good. 
If they do not like it let them build their own 
schools. But the American people want the 
public-school system, and will maintain it. 


It is best they should so remain. 


GEN, SHALER’S IDEAS AGAIN. 

Gen. Suan has once more given expres-

Stn intimates that Marshal Benyer’s esti- 
mate of $334,000 for the purchase of lots and 
erection of buildings, which, by the way, 
would probably cost a half million or more of 
dollars, might be reduced by renting build- 
ings for the new apparatus, which could be put 
in the proper repair for about $58,000, and 
which would reduce the immediate outlay to 
about one-half of the estimate. He would 
also strike out some of the third-class steam- 
ers, reduce the estimates for  fuel- 
depots and wagons, but does not think that 
Mr. Cuanpirr’s estimate of $132,000 for im- 
proving the Fire-Alarm Telegraph can be ma- 
terially lessened. The saving in the original 
estimate of $1,200,000 which Gen, Sarin 
thinks might be effected is $388,500. This 
would be something of a saving, but it does 
not affect the impracticability of Gen.

Wasnnvnx did it 
when he was Superintendent of Police, but 
he had no real estate in Chicago which the 
gamblers could levy upon in execution of a 
judgment obtained against him om account of 
the neglect to secure the affidavits of the house- 
holders ; but Rem» says that he is not simi- 
larly situated, and does not care to take the 


It becomes the duty of the Legislature, in 
view of these facts, to repeal that section of 
the City Charter which makes this absurd re- 
striction. They should then pass a general 
law, to apply to all the cities in the State, 
which shall require the police to make month- 
ly or weekly reports to the Superintendent of 
Police of gaming-houses opened or existing 
within their precincts, end making it the duty 
of the Superintendent of Police to swear out 
a warrant against the gamblers so reported, 
and proceed to arrest them, destroy their im- 
plements and tables, and break up their dens. 
The law should also render the Superintend- 
ent of Police subject to mdictment upon 
the failure to swear out the warrants and raid 
the gamblers, as provided above. This mat- 
ter is of vital importance to the City of Chi- 
cago, and of corresponding importance to all 
other cities in the State, in proportion to 
their size. It would be well for the State’s 
Attorney, who is familiar with the impedi- 
ments to the conviction of the gamblers un- 
der the City Charter, to construct a law of 
this kind that would hold, and intrust it to 
some active member of the Cook County del- 
egation to secure its passage.

THE COURT-HOUSE AND CITY-HALL. 

We have on several occasions urged upon 
the city and connty authorities the necessity 
for some early agreement between them upon 
some general plan for the Court-House end 
City-Hall, The past trouble has been dus to 
the effort to make of this public work a pri- 
vate job, and to take the management and 
control of the work out of the hands of the 
proper authorities and place it in those of ir- 
responsible and speculative jobbers. All 
these efforts, however, have been defeated, 
because of the absolute want of available 
means on the part of the city to begin a work 
of this magnitude. The only means of the 
city applieable for this purpose are the $600,- 
000—part of the canal-lien fund—which was 
set apart by the State for public buildings. 
This money, however, is not available at pres- 
ent. Five-sixths of it is invested in the Gage 
deficit, and the rest has been otherwise used 
by the city to make good losses in the col- 
lection of taxes. It can only be replaced 
by the proceeds of direct taxation. The 
city has, however, a large amount of 
unproductive real estate, which is not 
wanted, and the holding of which 
by the city retards to some extent the general 
improvement. Portions of this real estate 
may be sold; anditis a mere choice as to 
some of it whether the property shall be held 
and sold hereafter for perhaps less than can 
now be had for it, and the necessary means 
raised by taxation. We think the universal 
judgment will be in favor of converting this 
unproductive property into cash. The county, 
under the law, may raise money by the sale 
of bonds sufficient to cover one or two years’ 
expenditure on the building, and it also has 
unproductive real estate which it would be 
good policy to sell as soon as there is a 
market therefor, 

We have agreed with the President of the 
Board of Public Works that it would be ad- 
visable to contract only for each year's work 
at a time, and that, owing to the low price 
of labor and materials, the present was a 
most advisable time to contract for the founda- 
tions of the building. Next year the super- 
structure might be begun, We see no good 
reason if the city and county authorities can 


agree upon a plan for the whole building, and | 


will resort to the means which are at their 
disposal, why this work may not be begun in 
the spring of 1875.

ruin is but a step. The end sought to be at- 
tained may differ in each case, but the moral 
responsibility is the same in each. In each 
and every one of these instances, one person 
obtains more than his due,—something for 
nothing,—and the rest are robbed. The pers 
son who obtains the something for nothing 
invests heavier in the next chance, Those 
who are unsuccessful try it again in 
hopes of better luck next time. The 
gambling spirit is a deadly fasci- 
nation, and, when once it obtains control of 
the individual, never relinquishes its grasp. 
We have no disposition to palliate the con- 
duct of the professional gambler. He is a 
pest in society who lives without labor upon 
the hard-earned wages of others, sometimes 
obtained by fortune, more often by fraud 
and swindling and the connivance of confed- 
erates, At the same time, the business, so- 
cial, and religious gambling spirit which per- 
vades the community is but the preparatory 
training of the other, and deserves the se- 
verest condemnation. The man who runs 
the faro-bank has some excuse for saying 


„runs corners.” The Hm and Mo- 
Donaps only differ in the kind of game they: 


play from the Vanpersiuts, Drews, Jar 
_Govxps, and Capt. Jacxs. 
It is not difficult to discover the cause of 


this gambling mania. The secret lies in the 
insane haste to get rich, and the. mad compe- 
tition of every family with its neighbor in

men, and are admired and worshiped by the 
thoughtless, envious crowd. Health, char- 
acter, honor, and even life, are sacrificed in 
this mad chase for money, and in this chase 
the glittering and fascinating temptation to 
males large sums at asingle bound is too strong 
to be overcome. The remedy is not so easily 
found. It may come of itself when the nation 
grows older. Losses of fortune, bankruptcies 
and panics, and hard times, which are the 
immediate results of gambling, may in time 
emphasize the lesson with such force that it 
will be heeded, and men may grow content 
to make money slowly and legitimately 
through the old modes and thoroughfares of 
toil, honesty, and economy. Until such time 
comes, the Church and the State have a grave 
duty to perform: the one to abolish every 
form of money-making which encourages the 
gambling spirit, and the other to impose the 
severest penalties upon lotteries, gift-institu- 
tions, and all other forms of respectable gam- 
bling. 


THE CIVIL-RIGHTS BILL. 

It may be assumed now that there will be 
an agreement between both Houses of Con- 
gress on the Civil-Rights measure, though 
there is some doubt expressed as to the 
Sehate’s action, and that, as finally passed, it 
will commend itself to the President for his 
approval, The bill passed by the House on 
Friday is shorn of the main objections that 
were to be made to the original conception 
(of which the mixed-school system at the 
South was the most dangerous), and the 
measure is now thoroughly in keeping with 
the spirit of the last National Democratic 
platform, which guarantees the equality of 
all men before the law, and holds that it is 
the duty of the Government, in its dealings 
with the people, to mete out equal and ex- 
act justice to all, of whatever nationality, race, 
color, or persuasion, religious or political.” 
Indeed, this section of the Democratic plat- 
form has been very appropriately ineorporat- 
ed in the preamble of the bill, and we are 
surprised that the Democrats in the House 
could so far stultify themselves as to vote 
against it, after being committed to the lan- 
guage quoted above, There is nothing in the 
House bill which is not intended to put into 
practice the sentiment thus uttered by the 
Democrats two years ago. The bill is intend- 
ed to assure to the colored people of the 
South certain civil rights to which they are 
entitled under their present political status, 
according to their individual conduct and per- 
sonal condition ; and probably the only ob- 
jection that remains to it is the estab- 
lishment of a precedent for legis- 
lating on what some call “ social relations ” 
that may be abused in the future. We hope, 
however, that the bill may become a law by 
the vote of the Senate, and that it will secure 
to the colored race of the South the treatment 
which they deserve at the hands of the whites. 
But it may be questioned whether it will not 
be a disappointment in its operations to the 
colored people themselves, 

„In considering the likelihood of this, we 
are impelled to return to the circular issued a 
few days since by such representative colored 
men as Freprrice Doverass, Prof. Lanasror, 
and Mr. Prycusack, in which they proclaimed 
an ultimatum.’ They said, in effect, that they 
must have the Civil-Rights bill, or they would 
be forced to the alternative of either joining 
the Democratic party or adopting a policy of 
retaliation and revenge. We shall rejoice if 
the final adoption of the measure shall relieve 
them from such an alternative. The policy 
of retaliation and revenge would be sim- 
ply suicidal. If pursued with the bitterness 
which the words indicate, it might result in 
the extermination of the whole negro race. 
At all events, its inauguration by them would 
plunge the colored people of the South into 
hope to cope with the whites, who far out- 
number them, in a war of races.” As the

of its opponents. Another good that wonld 


flow from this fusion of the black with the 


white race would be that it would lead ina 
short time to a division of the whites into 
two political parties, just as they are 
divided in the North. Each of these white 
factions would electioneer for the colored vote, 
just as the native Democratic and Republican 
politicians electioneer for the foreign vote, 
and the blacks would be petted, flattered, 


litical rights by both of the white parties. 
Buf the hope is that the Civil-Rights bill 
will release the blacks from the constraint of 
either joining the Democrats or adopting the 
policy of revenge. We cannot, however, be 
too sanguine in this matter, We must re 
member that, after the 4th of March, the Ad. 
ministration will be under very pronounced 
restraint by a Democratic Congress. Though 
the Federal Courts and the machinery of the 
Executive will still be in the hands 
of the Republican party to enforce 
the provisions of the Civil-Rights law, 
the House of Representatives, which holds 
the purse, can seriously impede its op- 
eration with the exclusive control of appro- 
priations, We would not, therefore, have 
the blacks place too much faith in the virtue 
of the Civil-Rights bill as a panacea for all 
their ills. Indeed, it is not well that they 
should rely upon legislation exclusively for 
recognition of their social claims. Their 
own actions will, in spite of all legis- 
lation, have more influence over their 
relations with the whites and with each 
other than everything else. To the extent 
that these relations are ruthlessly invaded by 
the whites, so that the civic privileges of the 
colored people are abridged, we hope that 
the new law may be passed and rigidly en- 
forced. The purely social distincticns, how- 
ever, must depend upon the personal conduct 


they are able to make in their departure 
from a late condition of servitude and pni- 
versal ignorance. Indeed, the remark ‘of 
Jadge Hoar in the House, pending the dis- 
gussion of the bill, very fairly characterizes 
its probable influence, when he said that ho 
did not believe that much good or muq; ham 
would come from it, but that it ought to be 
passed as a sort of Declaration of Independ- 
ence. It is in this spirit that the Senate 
should take it up in its present shape, and 
with its sanction make it a law.

ing a panegyric; vet he bas, with much tact, 
contrived to do so, and has produced a memoir 
which wears quite as impressive an appearance 
of ¢andor aud impartiality as do most works of. 
its class. From those who knew the Prince, 
and were, therefore, capable of judging him, 
high testimony bas been borne to the purity 
and beauty of his character; aad we 
are, therefore, prepared to accept, as justiy 
merited, the kindly words of esteem and admira- 
tion with which his biographer, in evident boo- 
esty and modesty, invariably speaks of him. 
The Prince, as the husband of Eugland's Queen, 
filled one of he most difficalt positions with re- 
marka®le discr@tion, exiivciting, in ali his con- 
duct. rare sagacity, discrimivation, and amiability. 
Victoria had been exvellently fitted for the 
duties of a sovereign by natural endowments of 
head and beart, and by a broad and thorough 
traiaing, and she had at, her command the help 
of wise Souncilors; yet was she deeply indebted 
to her husband for able and jadicious advice in 
all pubiic as well as private maiters requiring a 
careful exercise of reason and judgmevt. And 
this indebtedness she gratefully acknowledged, 
giving in retara the loviug devotioa of a wife's 
loyal heart. 

No spectacle is more pleasing than thas 
of the pure and sweet domestic happiness 
that has ever reigned in the home of Queen 
Victoria. It is a blessed relief which 
her Court presents after the dissolute and im- 
becile reigus of the monarchs who preceded her. 
Looking back along the line of English sover- 
6.g0n8, wuere cau we pause to contemplate with 
Satisfaction a Royal housebold free from dis- 
cord, division, gross licentiousness, and conse- 
quent misery? For one great boon, the English 
people must regard their Queea with unbounded 
veneration: the modei she has afforded them of 
the domestic virtues. And to the Priuoe Con- 
sort as well as to herself is dus this beautiful ex- 
ample. Better than brilliant talents or extraor- 
Mimary learning, did his gevtile, yet staunch, 


fidant, and guide tothe Queen of the British 
Empire. With sppropriate grace did she call 
him Master, as in a letter to Baron Stock- 
mar, written during a brief absence of the 
Prince: “I feel very lonely without my 
dear Master; and, though I know other people are 
often separated for afew days, I feel habit could 
not make me get accustomed to it. This I am 
sure you cannot blame. Without him everything 
loses its interest. It will always bea 
terribie pang for me to separate from him, even 
for two days; and I pray God never to let me 
survive him.

Her own inciinations in the matter 
Were frankly expressed, on receiving 
this information, in a letter to her uncle, 
King Leopold of Belgium. “I have only now 
to beg you,” it concludes, to take care of the 
bealih of one now dear to me, and to take him 
under your special protection. I hope and trust 
that all will go on prosperously aod well on this 
tubject, now of so much importance to me.” 

But the young couple had not yet concluded 
their 17ta year, and their training for the great 
fesponsibilhties before them had by no means 
boncluded.

Few marriages have been so harmonious and 
happy as this between the Queen and ‘the Prince 
throughout its whole course.

From the 
cares of state and the complex trials that beset 
both, they ever turned for rest and consolatioa 
to each other, and to their beloved children. 
Many a charming glimpse of their connubial and 
paternal felicity do we catch eight of as the 
years glide on. In 1843, the Prince writes to his 
life-long friend, Baron Stockmar: Tue chi- 
dren, in whose welfare you take so kindiy aa in- 
terest, are making most favorable progress. The 
eldest, ‘ Pussy,’ is now quite a little personage. 
She speaks English aud French with great 
fluency and choice of phrase; and the Queen 
adds: Our Pusselie learns a verse of Lamar- 
tine by heart, which ends with ‘Le tableau se 
deroule a mes pieds.’ To show you how well 
she understood this difficult line, I must tell you 
the following bon mot; When she was riding on 
her pony, and looking at the cows and sheep, she 
turned to “ap aged pen og (ber governess), and 
said, ‘Voila le tableau qui se deroule a mes 
pieds.’ Is not this extraordinary for a child of 
3 years?”

the conviction that, as members of the great 
body politic known as the American Union, they 
have certain specific duties to perform; if it 
helps to throw light on what these duties are,— 
jt will accomplish a task which scarcely any other 
book is competent to accomplieb. 

Divergent as are men's views us to the criterion 
of moral tight, all are agreed that man is a moral 
agent. Wherever placed, he bas duties to per- 
form. As child, man, parent, citizen, he is called 
upon to do much, or to leave much’ undone. 

Existing in society, he has moral and political 

duties to perform different from toose which he 

owes to his fellow-men as a member or head of 

a family. Wust a man's duties as a component 

part of a People. State, or Nation, are, is the 

subject to whieh Mr. Lieber devotes the two 
goodly volumes before us. 

Our author, we take it, belongs tothe intuitive 
school of morals. He is certainly uo utilitarian. 
When a man acts, he is, according to Lieber, 
either impelled by iastinct, or prompted by sen- 
sualicy, og he determines his own will. In this 
power of seif-determination on the part of man, 
we discern the foundation of the moral law, 
Bat, even while self-determining, man may be | 
actuated by mutives of expediency, or by moral 
motaves which include the immoral ones, as ill- 
tess is included in the state of health, The 
moral motives make an action good or bad. Lie- 
Her will not allow that our notions of morality 
are founded id experience. There is ip every 
man, even in the most degraded, he tells us, a 
feeling denoted by he ought” or he 
ought not,” entirely independeut of expediency 
or judiciousness ; that ia, the moral element is | 
found in thé human soul. This consciousness 
of right and wrong is independent alike of ex- 
perience and revelation. To prove this con- 
sciousness of right and wrong, of ought and 
ought not, is as difficulé a tavk as to find a rea- 
son for our existence, outside of the couscious- 
ness that we do exist. In our dealings with al! 
men, we assume the existence of both, If you 
had no feeling of right or wrong, asks Lieber, 
what could possibly prevent you from stealing | 
anything of which you are in want, if convince! | 
that the article will never be missed? Experi- 
ence? Experience may lead to the very contrary. 
It may be that tho greater number of thefts re- 
main undiseoyered. Or is it because it is known 
that no one will prosper upon fraud? But 
families, dynasties, successive generations, have 
prospered uvon fraud and crime. 

Lieber’s criterion of morals will be understood 
from the following : 

God has given to man a far higher character, and 
the order t th in creation is founded upon a dif- 
ferent neiple than the gross one that worldly 
misery follows upon wrong, and prosperity upon right, 
in each cage. Indeed, it would not be a moral world 
i? the necessary consequence of theft were the witber- 
ing of the arm that committed it; if the tongue that 
lies were stricken with palsy. On the contrary, it 
would ves nom-moral worid.— world of necessity, 
and not of freedom of action. The truth ought early 
to be inculcated, that virtue may not lead to success, 
that it may lead to far greater pangs than those who 
are not virtuous can ever feel, for the very reason that 
they are not virtuous, 

Nor can the experience of pleasure give us the

conscience is greatest in those cases in which we 
act most contrary to pleasurable seusatious. 
Thus conscience is made out to be an original 
cousciougness of rigbt apd wrong, though not of 
a epecific right or wrong. Conscience may be 
developed and cultivated, but the consciousness 
of right and wrong is piimordial and general. 
The divergence of opinion on moral rules does 
vot disconcert Mr. Lieber; for, as he shows, 
their uniformity is greater than their disagree- 
ment. . 

Having laid down these principles as the prin- 
cipes of éthics in general, our author passes to 
the consideration of Political Ethics, or that de- 
partment of Ethics which investigates the moral 
principles man ought to be guided by in political 
cases, Under what circumstances is the citizen 
morally bound to vote? Is he always under a 
moral obligation to vote? Are there any ooca- 
sioos in which it is a matter of indifference 
whether he votes or not? When ought he not to 
vote? Supposing that an opposition to the Ad- 
ministration is both advisable and désirabie, how 
far may a conscientious citizen go iu his opposi- 
tion? These, and all similar questions, it is the 
province of the science of Political Ethics to on- 
able each one to answer for bimself. In the 
present work, Mr. Lieber does not discuss ethics 


as applied to municipal political relations. 
Political ethics is a subject which should en- 
gage the attention, not only of statesmen, but of 
the youvg. It was particulariy for the young 
that the book before us was written. The State, 
being founded in reason, must bave a moral end. 
There is a law higher than the buman will, and 
it is the business of all men to discover it and 
follow it. Whatever may have been the acts of 
statesmen or Kings, it has never yet been pro- 
fessed that morality may be disregarded in po- 
litical matters. Their utterances and claims 
have alwavs belied their words. But it is added 
that the principles of morality are not applicable 
to foreign and domestic matters in precisely the 
game manner as iu private transa tions or family 
‘relations. Columbus is not to be blamed for 
making use of an eclipse to deceive the natives 
of Jamaica, and thus through fear induce them

The wisest 
measures are carried only by parties. Parties 
prevent inexperienced innovators from harass- 
ing society. Political partios Leher divides into 
historical and passing ones. Historical parties 
are those wit their foundations inthe history 
of the country. Such are the Tories and Whigs 
in Engiand, and, we might add, the Democratic 
and Republican iu this country, Passing par- 
ties are those formed for momentary pur- 
poses, or for displacing an Administration. 
A party worthy of the adherence of 2 
couscientious citizen oyght to be founded on 
large and great principles. When a party has 
not euch a foundation, it becomes the sapporter 
or promoter of meanness, intrigues, and cabals. 


Lieber is of opinion that, in contests of great 


political importance, it is, with very few excep- 
tions, the duty of every citizen to attach himself 
to and to act with some party. The exceptions 
are when his conscience forbids him to act with 
either, or when he has otherwise any specific 
reasons for keeping aloof from boih. Of inde- 
pendents, Lieber obeerves that they are not un- 
frequentiy influenced By ill-judging vanity; re- 
fusing to acknowledge that due influence which 
the opinion of friends, aud the aggregate opin- 
ion of that body of men whom one has reason to 
trust, should always exercise over à rational 
man. An opposition party is a necessary ele- 
mont in the political life of a nation. Peace and 


order cannot co-exist with liberty where there is 
no well-understood op , osition.

that observation of the disagreeable and the ro- 
volting in the grocery ? 

We next hear of him in the State Bank. Here 
he bad found the school adapted tothe business- 
gide of his nature, and which unfolded and 
trained bis fivancia! talents. His salary as Teller 
in the Bank gave him adequate support, while it 
Jeft him many hours of each twenty-four to ap- 
ply toreadiog. It was the use he made of these 
hours all the way along in his young-man-ly life 
that gave him his better education. It was not 
go much the common sehools for six or eiglit 
years when he was a boy, as the studious habits, 
directed and guided by his fine literary 
taste, that gave to Charles Sprague his literagy 
education. These habits it was which 80 
goon prepared him, not only to associate with 
Sparks and Quincy, Everett and Prescott, but to 
shine among them, and, in the live of his special, 
ability, to sui pass them all. 

Ali this time, the finer qualities of sturdy, 
manly character were ripening in the midst of 
the performance of bis duties as an officer of the 
Bank. Up to this time, bis position in business 
had not been conspicuous. Still, bis rapid 
and accurate ability, bis spotless integrity, 
his -urbanity, bis firmness, were already 
manifest; and, when the Globe Bank 
(now the Globe National Bank) organized, aud 
its Directors looked about them for a Cashier, 
they took Charles Sprague. He was called to 
this position in 1825, when he was 34 years cld. 
He filled the post, with its Yast work, its heavy 
responsibility, for forty years! At the age of 
74, in the year 1865, he resigned bis position in the 
Bank, and retired from active business; and 
the Directors of the Bank selected his son, Charles 
James Sprague, to succeed him, and that 
son. holds the position to-day. During 
ali that forty. years, po shadow of suspicion of his 
doworight integrity touched Charles Sprague. 
No defaications appeared. No investigations 
became necessary. No whitewashing committee 
was called for, and for the sufflciout reason that 
no committee could paint a eharacter eo fair as 

We have heard of a negro 
so black that charcoal would not make a white 
mark op him. Charles Sprague’ honors and in- 
tegrity, among all the bouds aud money-bags of 
bis situation, shon@ so bright and fair that the 
utmost effort of a whitewashing committee 
would not make a black mark on him ! 

For twelve years, in about the middle of his 
term of service as Cashier of the Globe Bank, I 
was a resident of Boston, and knew Charles 
Sprague. This was the period of his finest 
manly power, You may begin. to say within 
yourself that there is very little in all this that 
interests you or entitles him to fame, beyond a 
narrow circle immediately about him. To this I 
reply, such talent and such integrity 
are so common as to be void of 
interest anywhere in the wide world. 
But it is not particularly for this that I have 
brought bim to your notice. Rather this 1s my 
point, that, notwithstanding the naturatof his 
work, and the engrossing character of it, he 
still found time to study his favorite authors, to 
cultivate his own literary powers, and to use 
those rare talents God had given him, from time 
to time all along in his busy life, and always with 
eminent success. 

On the 4th of July, 1825, in the great City of 
Boston, Charles Sprague delivered ths city ora- 
tion ; and that oration takes high rank for rhetor- 
ical finish and literary taste, as well as tor fer- 
vent patriotism. Four years later, he was se- 
lected as the poet on the occasion of the aunual 
celebration of the Phi-Beta-Kappa Society, in 
Cambridge; and his poem produced for that oc- 
casion hes stood almost if not wholly unrivaled 
among the gems of poetry that occasion has from 
year to year called forth. This poem, ‘ Curi- 
osity,” was delivered in 1829. It attracted attention 
and won applause even in England. Our En- 
glish cousins, in their admiration of this poem, 
and in their appreciation of the rare poetic 
ability it displayed, called its author The 
Americana Pope.” 

In 1821 he won the prize for the best r 
at the opening of the Park Theatre in New 
York. He won similar honors at Philadelp®ia, 
in 1822; at Boston, in 1823; at Philadelphia 
and Salem, in 1828 ; and at Portsmouth, in 1630. 
His poem on Art drew from John Quincy Adams 
the remark that In forty lines was comprised 
an encyclopedia of description.” He com 
impromptu, an inscription for an arch under 
which was to pass the procession which wel- 
comed and escorted La Fayette in Bostou, in 
1824. Tuat imacription, if 1 rightly remember, 
was: 8

But our hearts, La Fayette, we surrender to thee,

The Carnival season, now drawing to a close, 
is said by ancient calendars to begin with Twelfth 
Night, on the 6th of January, and end with the 
beginning of Lent. More properly, as under- 
stood now, it includes the week preceding Asb- 
Wednesday only. The observance of this pre- 
Jenten season has been very general in Conti- 
nental Europe from a time which probably dates 
back quite to the foundation of the early Chris- 
tian Church, and also, though with much less 
extravagance,in England. In Europe the license 
of the Middle Ages still existe, with but slight 
checks; but in England the season is only mark- 
ed by the occasional observance, here and there 
among the peasautry, of certain old-time customs 
—customs that have their birth in a long-forgot- 
ten era, when the sports and ceremonies of holy- 
days were a part of the very life of the common 
people, but which, in this atilitarian and skepti- 
cal age, have little of interest aud less of meaning 
to any save the zealous antiquarian. 

In this practical, matter-of-fact, Puritan coun- 
try, 

THE FEAST OF CARNIVAL, 
as well as the fast of Lent, were alike classed 
with the superstitions of medieval zealots, and 
alike ignored. Even after, in the cities, fashion- 
able society ordered a degree of deference to the 
Church’s season of fasting and prayer by ab- 
staining from balis andsuppersin Lent. Thepub- 
lic observance of the previous Carnival was never 
made until lately, and then only in the cities of 
the Soutbern States, where a preponderance of 
inhabitants of the Latin races probably ist. 
The demonstrations at Memphis end New Or- 
leans last year were described by eye-witnesses 
as very gorgeous, and as rivaling in extrava- 
gance the Carnival of Rome itself. Thus year 
less extensive preparations are said to be making 
for similar festivities, because the political situa- 
tion at New Orleans has been such as to cast a 
chill over the merriment of the season. 
THE WORD CARNIVAL 
is from the Latin carntvale—farewell to flesh; 80 
named, of course, because at this time prepara- 
tion is made for the approaching fast of Lent, 
during whose duration the regulations of the 
Romish Church forbid the eating of meat. These 
also forbid the indulgence in any sport or gay- 
eties in Lent. Hence the idea that the best 
preparation for this season of enforeed self-de- 
nial is to give rein to unbridied appetite and de- 
sire to the last moment previous arises from the 
ratural impulse of the uncultured mai, whose 
actions and impulses, we notice, bear a remark- 
able gesembiance to those of a child. The order 
of exercises as laid down in the Church's Car- 
nival are very different. In accordance with 
these, the Jesuits and brethren of other sacred 
Orders shut themselves within the monasteries 
for the ten Carnival days, where a series of de- 
votional exercises are performed to prepare their 
souls for © 
THE APPROACHING FAST. 

To these exercises, any devout Christian may be 
admitted. In the Coliseum sacred music 1s per- 
formed every afternoon, followed by a sermon 
and devotional exercises. Candor compels one 
to state, however, that these exercises are but 


poorly attended save by the curious strangers in 
the eity, aud not only are there very few devout 
Christians who desire to take refuge from the 
world and its follies in the monasteries at this 
time, but the Holv Fathers themselves are also 
strangely drawn aside by these follies. It is 
from the 
CARNIVAL SPORTS AT BOME, 


where the season has always been observed with 


more enthusiasm than anywhere else, that the 
word has come to be synonymous with all kinds 
of riotous feasting Here, a whole 
week is given up to gayety, during which time all 
ordinary business is quite suspended. The shops, 
save those that deal in confetti, or sugar-plums, 
are all closed. Al! the inhabitants of the city 
are in the streets,—which are 80 crowded 
that it is almost impossible for carriages 
to nfake any progress through the surging waves 
of human beings,—aod in the balconies of the 
houses. The majority wear masks, generally of 
a most groteaque appearance, and the princmal 
part of the sport consists in peiting each other 
and strangers with sugar-pluma, or with little 
peliets made of chalk and flour,—these last are 
the true confetti. These are hurled in showers 
trom the balconies upon the waving sea of hu- 
man heads beneath, and returned with no less 
eagerpess and zeal; and the air is go full of 
these little white missiles as to remind one of a 
New England snew-storm. No storm of hail on 
record can compare with it. 
ANOTHER NOTICEABLE FEATURE 

of the Roman Carnival is the races. In these the 
horses are without riders, but they have spurs, 
sheets of tin, and érivoli or tatties of various 
kinds hung about ther to urge them onward. 
Across the haunches the rattles are hung, while 
from the sides of the leathern half-saddie laid 
over the horse depend leaden balls set with 
points, which strike into the flesh of the poor 
beast with every motion given them as he 
rushes madly on. Tue starting-point is 
from the end of the Piazza del Populo, 
where in an inclosed space are stands erected 
for royal and. noble spectators, beneath which 
are the horses, caparisoned for the race, and 
held back by a rope drawn taut across before 
them. From this place down to the Capito 
stretches the Corso, now paved with a movin 


mosaic of hufmau heads. But, when all is ready, | 


armed guards march two deep down through the 
crowd, clearing ali before them, and pushing the 
mass of people close back against the wall on 
either hand, leaving a channel of about 12 feet 
in average width the whole length of the course. 
When this is) dove, a signal is given, the rope 
falls, and nine horses rush, plunging and kicking 
down the, narrow laue before them. Traine 

horses often perform their parts very well in 
these races, dashing forward directly to the goal, 
thereby winning large sums of money for their 
owners; but iéss ex and sagacious 
animals will rush wildly toward one side or the 
other of the narrow lane, whence they are 
driven back into the course by the wild gestures 
and shouts of the excited populace. Of course, 
there is often serious loss of life and limb dar- 
ing these races, but for that slight cause there is 
little probability that a custom soa dear to the 


hearts of the gay and reckless Romans will ever 


be abolished, 
THE CLOSING REVEL 

of the Carnival is the procession of the mocoletti. 
This océurrs on the evening of Tuesday before 
Lest. The mocolelti are small tapers. An im- 
mense procession, filling the streets from side to 
side, forms shortly —4 4 — on this evening. 
and moves slowly doun Corso, each member 
of the crowd bearing one of these lighted tapers. 
The sport coosists in each trying to put out an- 
other's light. This he attempts to do witha 
puff of breath, or a waving handkerchief or 
towel, and as each person has vo things to do, 
to preserve his own taper lighted and also give 
all ov mag endeayors to the extinguishing 
of an r, the sport is yery likely to grow fast 
and furious. The scene in the street, as viewed 
from the balconies, is simply indescribable. 
Here, und there, and everywhere, in the great sea

Their Devotion to the Doctrine of 
Protection ef Native In- 


‘A Tale of Political Economy. 


The following is one of Mrs. Millicent Garrett 


Fawcett's stories of Political Economy, Mrs. F. 
is the wife of the well-known blind Prof. Faw- 


cett, of Cambridge, Eng.: 
L was spending a week in a country house 6 


short time ago in which there us also staying 


an old sailor, Capt. Adam. He told me some 
wonderful stories of adventures he had had when 
he was young; and it occurred to me that some 
of them might teach people a good deal about 
political economy, if they would take the trouble 
to use their heads a little. The first story that 
he told me I Shall call a free-trade story, be- 
cause I think it gives a very good example of 
what people gain by free trade, and showe also 
bow it is that some people are injured through 
the introduction of free trade. 

Capt. Adam was once crwsing in the Indian 
Ocean to the west of the Island of Sumatra. 
His object was to land on a small island inhabit- 
ed by the desrendants of some of the first Dutch 
settlers in Sumatra, and to set up a communica- 
tion between them and Acheen for trading pur- 
poses. The most remarkable thing about the 
people who inhabited this island was that they 
had had no iptereourse with any other people 
for 200 years, ‘They were not dependent on any 
other nation for food, clothing, or machinery, 
everything that they used they made them- 
selves; they had no trade either with Europe or 
with the other islands of the archipelago. 80 
fat as getting any good from omiixing or trading 
with other péople was concerned, they might as 
well have lived in the moon. 

Capt. Adam found the Srimats, as they were 
called, much more civiliced than he had ex- 
pected. They were mild, gentle. aud very cour- 
rs ; they lived in houses peatiy 
and carefully built; they were completely and 
simply dressed; they spoke in a kind of patois 
of Dutch and Malay, in which Dutch took the 
chief part; and they had an organized system 
of government, waich the whole tribe regarded 
with great pride and veneration. This Govern- 
ment was very curious. It consisted of a 
kind of Council or Parliament which possessed 
absolute power over the life and property of 
every member of the tribe, There was nothing 
so very Strange in this; but the thing that as- 
tonished Capt. Adam was that no one but the 
hereditary members of this Counc were allowed 
to own the palm trees which yielded the palm 
oil: and, in order to make their monopoly the 
more valuable, the Council had ordamed that no 
Srimat should allow the light of the sun to en- 
ter his dwelling. There was not a window to be 
seen throughout the place. The doors were 
hung with héavy double matting, through which 
not a chink of light could pars. The Srimats 
would cértainly have died of suffocation bad they 
not been graeiously permitted ty their chiefs to 
take down the matting at night, aud thus let 
some fresh air into the darkened ceils in which 
they were condemned to live. 

The objeetiof the Council in making this ex- 
traordinary rule was to secures good market for 
their palm oil, by making it necessary that 1t 
should bé burnt all tbrough the day. If thoy 
bad heard as much about free trade as we ha ve 
in England, they would havo been able to prove 
most effectually that to excludo the light of the 
sun from Srimate dwellings was simply to protect 
native industry. The Council owned the paim 
trees; palm ‘oil was made, by their rules about 
the windows. @ first necessary of life. Two- 
thirds of the Srimats found their constant occu- 
pation in tending the trees and preparing the 
oil. Iu return for the oil which they necessarily 
consumed, the Srimats gave to their chiefs the 
best of everything that they pi ssessed. ‘The oil 
sométimes frau sbori; then what competition 
and strife there was among the different famihes 
of the tribe to tee which could give the most 
costly presents to the chiefs in excuange for the 
sacred oil. 

Capt. Adam soon found that the question of 
the oil stood inthe way ot his being able to 
effect his object of setting fps communication 
for the exchange of merchanilise and agricul- 
tural produce between thi Srimats and 
the rest of the world. One of the 
old .chiela to whom he . broached 
the subject, pointed out with much 
gravity, that his project wie impracticable, 
„ Two-thirds of our people, ht said, are oocu- 
pied in our met important jndisiry, the making 
of palm oil; the other third work hard to provide 
enough food and raiment for us all. @ can 
only just produce enough to maintain the tribe 
in decency and comfort; we have no sarplus 

at we could exchange for the products of other 
ands.” ‘ 

Four soil must be very fertile,” replied Capt. 
Adam, “and your people very industrious and 
very skillful workmen if one-third of the tribe is 
alle to prodnee all that is required by the whole 
Srumat pooujation.”

“We have much to be thankfulfor.” And he 
gazed upwards to the bad-smelling paim-oil 
lamp, the emblem to bim of all that was sacred.

This story is an illustration of the fact that 
when you have once got protection it is impossi- 
ble to get rid of it without injuring the people 
who have invested their capital and labor in the 
protected indastry. The case of the Srimats 
was en extreme one. The foreign competition 
with which the palm-oil industry was threatened 
would have swept the palm-owners out of the 
market in one day. The sun not only offered a 
vastly superior article, but he was ready 
to make a free gilt of it to all comers, 
What tradestean could compete against such 
odds? The existence of protection interests a 
number of people in ite maintenance, although 
its maintenance often fatally impoverishes t 
entire community. What protection really does 
is to take away labor and capital from those em- 
plorments where they would produce the greatest 
return, in order to confine them to industries 
where they are comparatively unremuneratve. 
The Srimats would have done the best thing pos- 
sible with their capital and labor if they had vul- 
tivated the spices, for which their land was par- 
ticularly well suited. They threw away the ad- 
vantages which Nature had freely bestowed upon 
them, and by one of the most extraordinary 
cases of protection in the world imprisoned 
their capital and labor in an industry where it 
was absolutely unproductive of wealth to them- 
selves or any one else. And this in a modified 
degree is what happens in every case where a 
native industry is protected against foreign 
competition. ome-growu best-root sugar, in 
France, is protected against the competition of 
West Indian cane-sugar by a hesvy import duty. 
Ifthe duty were removed, West Indian sugar 
wonkd undersell the French sugar. The effect 
of the duty is, that all people who live in France 
pay more dearly for their sugar than they other- 
wise would; and that a certain amount of 
French capital and labor is driven into an in- 
dustry in which it can only be made profit- 
able by taxing those who®onsume the commoadi- 
ty produced by it. Nature gives mors help to 
the production of sugar in the West Indies than 
in France. Just as the sun was ready to supply 
the Srimats gratuitously with light, so the sun, 
the soil, and te climate in the West Indies per- 
form gratuitously a great part of the work of 
pragducing sugar. This free gift the French 
might pfofit by if they would. But they say: 
No; we won't be under such obligation fo Na- 
ture; we will not take from her more help than 
she can give us in our own country.” And so 
they refuse the greater and accept the smaller 
Ritt; just as the Srimats refused to take their 
light asa free gift from the sun, although they 
could not bave grown their palm-trees without

To the Lditor of The Chicago Tridune : 
Bupa, III., Feb. 8.—Abolish the Railroad Com- 


mission of this State. It is too hard times to 
pay cash for experimental amusements, and not 
get even those. This State has been paying 
63.500 per annum to each of three men for 
pearly two years, not to note a duplicate sum 
squandered on  clerk-hire, and) many 
times that amount for thousands of reame 
of public printing that have one into 
a multitude of waste-baskets; and all that these 
three men might play managers of the railway 
interests of ths State. They have done almost lit- 
erally nothing but increase public taxation to the 
extent of their wastage. And it occurs to me 
that, when so expensive an office has been run 
two years without meeting the objects of its 
creation in any particular, it is high time for the 
people, in power behind the Legislature, to rise 


and demand the extinction of that office. 

What can avy man put his finger on as the ac- 
complishment of these officials, which in any way 
compensates the State for their cost? Simply 
nothing. They have not even half-gratified the 
sweeping prejudices of some ceuntrymen 
against railroads. For by some it was 
suppored they were created for the 
great work of festoring the Rate to 
ita primitive wildness, idleness, and poverty. by 
showing the monopolies who is master and cap 
do the crusbing-out business. And yet they 
have ‘crushed out“ only a few of the weaker 
lines; and that not so much by what they have 
dove as by the alarm created by their appoint- 
ment, when capital supposed they world 
do what they were appointed to do,—enforce 
the law, thereby proving that weakness and 
wickedsiess were its rather than their own. It 
will take them as many as five years to frighten 
the rest of the roads into bankruptcy, and leave 
the farmer to market his corn and pork as he 
used to,.—by wagon, and a week to a load, 

This triumvirate of regulators spent the 
first six months of ita existence in 
watching a pack of clerks cipher out 
examples in arithmetical progression 
by the thousand, till the pro-rata foolery became 
a big thing on paper. The nest fer months it 
spentin bluster and belligerent undertakings 
with afew law-suits on 10-cent quarrels. Aud 
the last twelve months it bas sat under its crab- 
apple trees, or toasted its collective shins at the 
coal- fre it taxed the people to pay for; and has 
done nothing in the hue of the great business it 
was brought into the office-world for. but 
draw its salary with the punctuality office-holders 
are famous for, and oc¢asionaliy dropping a line 
to the Attorney-General hinting that it was about 
time to begin another law-suit, just for effect, 
to cut off complaint.

Encke’s Comet Seen, 

Wasurnaron, D. C., Feb. 2.—Rear-Admiral 
Davis, Superintendent of the United States 
Naval Observatory, has made a report to the De- 
partment relative to observations of Encke's 
comet, in which he says that since the Ist of | 
January every available opportunity has been 
used to look for that object, an elaborate 
epbemeris of which, by Yon Asten, was furnish- 
ed to the Observatory through the courtesy of 
the Imperial Academy of Sciences of St. Peters- 
burg. As the comet was so far away from both 
the sun and the earth (182,000,000 miles from us, 
and 142,000,000 miles from the sun), it was 
known to be too®faint to be seen in the smaller 
instruments of the Observatory, and the 26-inch 
equatorisl was employed for the search. The 
comet was first seen hy Prof. Holden and Pay- 
master Tuttle, United States Navy, on the night 
of Jan. 26. It was extremely faint, with no 
nucleus and with no well defined boundary, but 
seemed to be from one to two munutes of are 
in diameter. Al pts to observe the comet 
with the micrometer failed on account of its ex- 
treme distance, It will probably be too faint to 
observe for some weeks.

tuns to start with; and, when married, that they 
can get & comfortable living by their own 
labor. It is only once in a while that one meets 
with such a little woman” as the one de- 
scribed, and the young maa who gets her is to 
be envied. And here let me suggest that her 
course in getting married, and going to work 
with her hands and brain to make a nice com- 
fortable home, was wiser than it would have 
been had she got a bee in her bonnet about 
doing men’s work, and gone to jostling with 
men in the struggle for employment. Suppos- 
ing, instead of matrying this young man, she 
had fitted herself to do his work, 
aod had succeeded in getting his work 
away from him, as no doubt she cofld have 
done, leaving him out in the cold, itavould have 
been worse for him. Would it have been any 
better for hor? This is not an unfair supposi- 
tion, as long as there are large crowds of men 
vainly seeking employment in every kind of 
work which men are capable of. Whenever a 
woman does the work which wonld otherwise be 
given toa man, it has a tendetoy, at least, to 
throwsome man out of employment. 

Now, the woman has as good a right tothe 
work as the man, and 4 little better; as she is 
the *‘ weaker vessel ;” but would she not do 
better to marry the man, and take 
care of him, letting mam do tue 
works? It may beargued that women have not the 
choice of marrying unless the men propose; but, 
if they would show the men that they could live 
on their ifeome, they would very econ find 
** Barkis witlin““ The question is continually 
agitated of finding employment and cheap liv- 
ing for workingwomen ; but, if there could oniy 
be some way managed to give employment to the 
men, they would take careof the women. When 
all the young mea have an income sufficient to 
support a family, there will be no “ sewing- 
girls” left. 

But to return to the subject; Althongh it is 
sometimes possible for youug married people to 
get along like the couple alluded to above, yet it 
must be confessed that those described so 
graphically by Witeh-Hazel” find the most 
* in real life. A few years ago, a young 
ady, weil educated, well brought up, the daugbt- 
er of a Senator, married a ‘young farmer, and 
they went to farming with very little to start 
with, The first year they worked a 160-acre 
tarm on shares, keeping house, she doing the 
housework, That wintef she aud ber husband 
both taught school in neighboring districte. They 
hired men to pick the corn, she getting break- 
fast for them to get to work at about daylight. 
Sue would then do the housework, and her hus- 
band would harness his horse aud take her to 
her school and go to his own, and go for her at 
night, when’ she would get supper, ete. Satur- 
days the would do the washiog, baking, and 
ironing. The next season they took a farm 
where their board was furnished them, and sbe 
taught school that summer. That fall a little 
scholar entered her school for a term of twenty- 
one years, and insisted on boarding in the 
family. No one ever heard them com- 
plain of hard times, althongh they 
started at the time when the farmers were on 
the highroad to the Poor-House, with corn-cribs 
bursting and starvation staring them in the 
face. Whatif corn was ouly 15 cents a bushel? 
‘They owned only half the crop, which was for- 
tunate, and were able to hold it for higher prices, 
which was more fortupate. Of course they now 
own a farm, and are getting rich. That shows 
what can be done in the country by energy and 
work.

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LANDLORDS AND TENANTS. 
MR. GANNETT's VIEWS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: . | 

Ontcaso, Feb. 6.—Among truly honest men 
there is little need of laws; the one will not ask 
too much, nor the other seek to evade what is 
right and just. While it is true that there are a 
class of persons who “ forage” upon the com- 
munity, without returning an equivalent for 
what they take,—who may be justly atyled ‘‘ dead- 
beats, —it is equally true that there are land- 
lords, who will take every advantage of their 
tevants, even to the selling them out, body and 
soul, if the law will let them: and we scarcely 
do the subject justice when we call them 
„ grasping and heartless.“ 1

a human law b ut could, inthe bands of a knave, 
be used to the injury of some one; and no doubt

tenant would get little relief until the hammer 
value” of his chattels had been exhausted. It 
would be iu the ioterests of such a man to hold 
him to his lease, and drive as sharp a bargain as 
he could, knowing that in the end he could sell 
him out and get his dues. This would not be so 
bad if his effects were sold at anythiog near 
their value, but such is not the case, as who 
have experienced the ravages of the auctioneer’s 
hammer too well know. Nor would it be so un- 
just to the tenant if there were some way in 
which, when placed in such a position, he 
could free himself. But he cannot; therestands 
his lease, and, no matter how unfortunate, he 
must, if the landlord refuses to release him, stay 
it out even though he lose his all, 

Permit me to suggest what appears to me to 
more nearly reach the equities of the case. Let 
the law be, in outline. as follows; 

1. That it shail be unlawful for any person to 
enter into avy contract whereby uoder any cir- 
cumstances he shall waive any or all rights he 
may or shall possess, by virtue of the 
laws of the State known as emption 
laws; and that, if amy such contract 
shall be entered into by any person or persons, 
the same, so far as relates to such &xemption 
laws” and waiver, shall be de facto, void, and 
of no effect. 

2. That either party to s contract for a 
leasehold, for the sole purpose of residence or 
homestead, whetber the coatract be written or 
verbal, for Ove year or more, may, at his option, 
torminate the same by giving to tbe other party 
written notice to that effect. (As to how long 
this term of notice should be, justice would seem 
to say that it should vary wita the length of time 
the premises weie occupied; a party who had 
lived ma house ten years ought to be 
entitled to more consid@ation than if only fora 
year or less, and I should recommend as the 
minimum time of notice that it be two months, 
and one additional month fer each two years of 
occupancy after the first vear. Thus, if a party 


' 


had lived in a house one year or less the required 


time of notice would be two months; if turee 
years, three months; if teh years, six months; 
if shorter terms than one year, less time.) 

3. That should the lessor wish to terminate a 
lease and recover possession of his premises by 
giving the lessee notice (as above), said notice 
may be given at any time prior to ten days next 
preceding the first day in any month. aud the 
term of such notice shall begin to count on and 
from that fast day of the month next after no- 
tice ; and from and after that day, the lesser 
shall havea first lien,” ete., on the property 
of the lessee, to secure all amounts that may 
thereafter accrue and become due to the lessor, 
by reason of the holding the premises ; provid- 
ed, that the lesseo may vacate and surrender said 
premises auy time within the time specified in 
raid nétice; when, if he has paid such amounts 
as. may have accrued since notice to quit, then 
shall he be released from furtaer responsibility, 
and tbe Lien cease. 

4. Provision should be made whereby, at the 
expiration of the time given to quit, if the lessee 
still hold, against the will of tae lessor, that he 
be brought.up upon a short notice to show cause 
why be be not at once ejected: aud in case of 
any appeals or delays to continue, should be 
made to give bonds or secunty; etc., which shall 
not only satisfy the Justice but the landlord 


too. 

5. That should the lessee wish to terminate 
and give up the lease, notice must be given to 
the lessor (the same as above in third clause), 
and be shall be liabie for the rent of the premi- 
ses to the end of the term, whether occupying 
or not. 

It may be said that this would unsettie all ten- 
ancy and result iu constant changes. Ou the 
contrary, I think the reverse would be the fact. 
It would ultimately do away with that great 
curse, not only to tenants, but to landlords—the 
periodical ‘** May moving,” which creates an un- 
healthy state of the houge market, by creating 
au artificial demand, and forces tenants to ac- 
cept tenements which, aud Janclords tenants 
whom, neither, under different and more healthy 
conditions, would do. 

The tenant having more time, and being under 
less excitement, would be more likely to 
find what suited bis purpose, aad kvow- 
ing that he could give up when 
he chose to, would be more cautious in doing so, 
and be more sure that the proposed change was 
to his advantage. 

On the other hand, the landlord, if he was so 
unfortunate as to have got in a deadbeat, could 
rid bimeseif of him; and at the same time have 
some security for accumulated indebtedness, 
after he had made the discovery; and realizing 
that the tenant, too, may get rid of him. be 
would be more tolerant and less exacting. Ina 
word, the relation between the two would be 
brought more nearly to that of the daily buyer 
and seller, thereby making it more agreeable 
aod satisfactory to both. 

The annovanco and expense of moving is suf- 
ficient to insure few changes on the part of the 
tenant, and the loss of rent from vacant prem- 
ises is strong enough to restrain the landlord 
from acting too hastily; and it might happen 
that thereby we might know where some of our 
friends resided; whom, as it is, no “feller” 
can keep track of.

amount of liabilities over ali previous years, Second, 
that the volume of business had been greatly dimin- 
ished during 1874, so that, when fuiiures did occur, the 
Uabilities were comparatively light; and, further, that 
the houses which succuufbed during the year were in a 
great degree a smaller class of traders than those of 
1873, and, indeed, we may add, than the average of 
those of several preceding years.

It ia obvious, that if the depressicn of the year can 
be attributed to mo worse cause than a judicious econ- ; 


omy, there is no great ground fo apprehension, On 
the contrary, the only true path back to renewed ac- 
tivity and a safe prosperity is in this direction, It is 
true that the purchasing power of the people in many 
localities is impaired by the condition of pumerous in- 
dustries now paralyzed from previous over-production, 
Time is needed to restore these interests to their nor- 
mal condition, and we must wait patiently until the

It is claimed that if the word “new” were 

from the inspection reports on corn the result would 
be a large speculative trade, which would increase the 
receipts of that grain, and the profits of commis- 
sic n- men. Perhaps so; and it would also cause a good 
deal of the No. 2 corn, which is new in facty if it 
should be no longer called so, to be handed over from 
the cold into the hot weather, in store, when we might 
again hear the cry of hot corn ” all over the country, 
coupled with another reiteration of the charge that 
Chicago is awholesale swindle, If de any par- 
ties in the trade who can give, and wish to give, a good 
guarantee that corn placed in store now will go through 
the germinating season without sprouting, their wish- 
es might be respected. Without that guarantee the 
change would be f zught with danger, to say nothing 
of the injustice of the interfering with the trades of 
those who have bought and sold for May delivery on 
the supposition that the word new would not be 
dropped till April 20. 

The leading produce markets were steadier on Sat- 
urday, the weakness in grain and the strength in pro- 
visions being succeeded by # &mparative evenness, 
the least satisfactory feature of which was its slow- 
ness, Saturday is, however, generally less active than 
the other trading days of the week, so that this feature 
was not extradrdinary. The light receipts of the day 
tended to make the volume of spot offerings rather 
small in all depart ments. 

Domestic dry goods were in good demand on interior 
account, but did not receive much atiention from the 
local retail trade, who for the past few weeks have not 
prosecuted a very brisk business. The tendency of 
prices of all standard cotton productions continues 
upward,—notably for prints, and bleached and brown 
cottons. The grocery market was unchaaged in its 
general features. Only a moderate volume of sales was 
accomplisbed in any department, while aside from a few 
of the leading articles the movement was sluggish. 
Coffees were easy at the Ne reduction noted on Fri- 
day. Sugars remain dull and weak. Sirups and mo- 
lasses are in fair demand at steady prices. Spices are 
inactive, but are nominally firm, owingto their com 
parative scarcity. There was a good inquiry for choice 
table butter, and fully late prices were obtainable, 
Low grades are neglected and weak. Cheese was firm, 
under a good demand, at the lateiy-ad vanced pri 
The supply is stated to be only about I 
as at this time one year ago. In the canned goods 
market there was some show of activity. No changes 
were apparent in the market for dof.estic and foreign 
dried fruits, quiet still prevailing in nearly all depart- 
ments, with prices ranging as before, Coal continues 
active and firm, at $9.50@10,00 for Lackawanna, and at 
$7.50 for Erie and Wamut Hill. Prices of bagging, 
tobaceo, leather, and pig-iron were without change, 
There was a moderate movement in oils at previous 
rates, with the exception of carbon, which was held 3 
e higher, or at 133¢c for 115 test, and Ide for 150 
test. 

Lumber continues in moderate interior demand and 
steady. The storfa has kept dealers from all ng orders 
with the customary promptness during tlie past few 
days, hence a falling off in the shipments. “But, with 
the advent of good weather, a steady improvement in 
trade is expected, Drugs and chemicals were 
quiet, but steady, with two or three exceptions, 
and iron were quiet, Metals were also in light de- 
mand, but recent prices are fully sustained, and those 
for tin plate are likely to advance soon, Fence wire is 
quoted at 5%c,. Timothy seed was in active demand 
and stronger, and other steds were firm under a mod- 
erate inquiry and light offerings. Wool, hay, hops, 
and broom-corn were unchanged, Potatoes were in 
fair retail request and firm, Poultry sold readily at 
full prices.
